Buhk,  S.  S.  Taylor  and  qyaelf  laft  tha 
Trada  Mart  going  south  on  Industrial  Blvd.  khan  ve  raaohed  Oak  lain 
i venue,  tha  police  dispatcher  requested  all  available  squads  to  report 
to  vicinity  of  East  Jefferson  and  Tenth  Street.  1 cheeked  out  to  thla 
looatlon.  Prior  to  arrival  at  Jefferson  and  Tenth,  no  received  infer ua- 
that  aoqjaot  was  aeon  going  Into  the  Pdblle  library  at  Marsalis  and 
Jefferson.  We  cheeked  thla  out  end  found  It  to  be  a falsa  report.  Ha 
continued  to  oral  as  In  the  area  end  were  at  Davis  snd  llswsllyn  whsn  we 
received  Information  that  the  euspeet  was  assn  running  Into  the  Texas 
Theatre.  He  went  to  the  Yasas  Theatre.  X instructed  Detective  Buhk  to 
renal n with  the  radio  and  Toney,  Taylor  and  X went  Into  the  theatre. 

Ha  were  told  that  the  euspeet  was  In  the  baloaay.  He  were  questioning 
a ynong  nan  who  was  sitting  on  the  stairs  In  the  balcony  when  the  nanager 
told  ns  tha  auapset  waa  on  the  first  floor.  When  X reached  the  seating 
area  on  naln  floor,  several  officers  ware  in  the  prooaaa  of  diaarsdng 
and  handcuffing  the  suspect.  The  auspeot  yelled  "I  know  ay  rights,  thla 
is  police  brutality*.  X did  not  see  anything  that  Indicated  that  any 
aere  force  wee  need  thai  was  absolutely  neeeasary  to  effect  the  arrest. 
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I told  the  onlforn  tmwi  to  toko  the  nopoet  to  tho  City  Hall.  The 
front  doer  of  tho  thoatro  nos  looked  and  Toney,  Taylor  and  1 searched 
tho  first  floor  and  interviewed  tho  ccenponta  that  were  seated  near 
where  the  snspeet  was  arrested.
